It will .doubtless be argued that no 
real: meaning attaches to .this tinsel 
‘decoration, “and that sits wholesale usq, 
cannot possibly do. ahy harm ; but.if its 
signification, isentirely without significance, 
itcan only.be a degradation to all who 
are saddled with such a doubt(ul ornament. 
There is a good deal of humour in styling 
our worthy “police magistrates “your 
Honours," but somehow or other these 
antique qxcrescences on commonsense of a 
bye-gone age are in, these degenerate 
times made the subject of ribald laughter 
and openly expressed ridicule.

There is’ 
surely a sufficiently definite _ meaning 
attached to the title to save it from such 
promiscuous misuse! ‘No one: thinks 
of addressing » Customs Taotai as His 
Serene Highness, and there is about as 
little authority for styling him Excellency. 
One inconvenience of the practice is, of: 
course, that when this title is given indis- 
criminately to all Chinese offitials, there 
Is nothing left to distinguish those of high 
rank, Viceroys and Governors, to whom 
the title of: right belongs. * If Chinese 
titles and forms’ of address are to 
be translated at. all, it should be by 
some reasonable equivalent, and not by 
a foreign term which turns the whole 
thing Into ridicule, “According to English 
usage the title “Excellency” is reserved 
\ for Ambassadors (not Ministers), Viceroys 
of Ireland and India, Governors. of 
Colonies, Commanders-in-Chief, and 
possibly one or two others, The. Con: 
tinental' usage is: more liberal, many 
persons receiving. the courtesy in common 
‘parlance who: may have little right to ft. 
The Foretgn Ministers in Peking accept 
the prefix Excellency, which it would be a 
solecism to apply to any English Minister. 
Butfrom no practice of foreigners: inter se 
could any translator be justified.

But what of the Right Honourable the 
Lord) Viscount Lr, the English title 
aasumed by the adopted son of Li Hyxa- 
cuana.?

settlement of important affairs of St he has 
ehown great decision In his opint and 
clearness in duttering them, doing good service 
alike to the stale andthe people.
